appointment Tbe position ia desirable, and 
tharp has Uvn a tloul of applioationii from 
every 'juarier pouring in upon the preaident. 
Your oorrospondant is able to report a con- 
reraation which a gentleman had with Presi- 
dant CleTelaod oo Thundajr laet oooowming 
amy appototmenti and the proapaotiTa tu- 
oaney in particular. 

"On entering office," said tbe president, "I 
found that it bad been Astomary to fill ett.ff 
poeitions and other placea Uke tbiii captaincy 
by tbe appointment of relative or personal 
friend* of the appointing power or of poli- 
tioiana In fact, the most flaj^rant nepotism 
prevailed. Old men who had nrriveii almost 
at tbe age of retirement were appointed 
from civilian life to positions which xltlcers 
who had served in tbe army for years should 
have received. Second lieutenants from 
West Point and men with strong l>aokini{ 
were pushed into stafT (>osiii(ias. and far 
more deserving and meritorious uflioors w.to 
ignored. The army was nioile the tool of 
politicians, arul I deturniinad to stop it. 

"When I have left the presidency," Mr. 
Cleveland added emphatically, "I h<>]>0 that 
I shall have put appointments to the army in 
snob a position that no Bubsecjuent admiiiis- 
tration will dora to revert to former pi-ac- 
tices. 

"These to-called 'soft places' belong to 
I long and meritorious service and nould it be 
! right to (lass over first and eocond lieuten- 
ands who have served from fifteen to twenty 
yitars in the service without even rertohiiig 
a captaincy and appoint to this vacancy uub 
I who has served but SIX years? Yet tliat i* 
I what I am askeii to do. There are over 
I sixty applications for this place und I-iio not 
know of a recent appointmeut wliirh has 
caused me inure annoyance or made me 
j more enimi.'s this one will. 

"There IS a young second lieutenant, the 
'one of whom I spoke, 'vho had the strongest 
■ possible political and social bocknii?. It was 
mccssury to tell hw friends that ho could 
not have places. By doing so I have made 
many oueimm, but it would have been wrong 
to promise liini the appointment. I have 
sent tfi all the department ooiiimiHiderg and 
to tbe adjutant KciieriiJ, askint; who is host ! 
fitted un(l most deserving' n( this pl;ic«'. I ilo 
not want to -ei' tlm man wuo will get it. He i 
wUl I.e ajipiiiriti'd on bis record. The man 
who IS found on consultation and comparison ' 
of recoramei)dation.s to be the moat desorv | 
inc and most tUted will get the place. The 
purr . nape of tlio army baa been looked upon 
and treate 1 nri a perqaislta of tba preaident 
nil i>'r tbe pa.-:t admioistratlona. It idll aot 
be by me."

general. A marriage followed, and the 
couple took up their residence iu Berlin. 
Aided by liis charming wife's superior toct 
and wealth, be now liecame one of the most 
distinguished personaRes at tlie capital. A 
favorite of Field Marshal Von Moltke, and 
tioMIng the hi.;h favorite of the groat chan- 
cellor, he won looked upon aa tbe latter's 
representative on the military staff. 

During the Franco German war he greatly 
distinguished himself, and when increasing 
'nQrmities forced Von Mo Itke to ask for a 
deputy be was appointed, with the title of 
quartermaster-general of tbe imperial Ger- 
man empire. His wife's salon had in the 
mean time N>r-oine a power, as it was the 
rallying plaiv • 't the chancellor's party as 
oppoced to that of the anti-Bismtrckian 
ootirt (actions. These circumstances fur- 
nished a olew to tba influenc4)8 which re- 
stilted in the count's appointment as suc- 
oe**or to tba great strategic oommandar, Von 
Moltka.

Tbe eni|H;ror'8 speeches are emphiusized by 
the active reformatory jirogram which he 
ha* suddenly inaugurated la the army. 
Generals an 1 ' ■Hirers grown old in the ser 
vice and unfit for active duty are rapi lly 
being di.splootvl by younger men, of whom 
the former, with Von Moltke at their head, 
beooni"! the inctructors. Not only that but 
tbe army is being kept in motion all over 
tbe country iu such work as testing new sad- 
dles for the cavalry, and newly invented 
tent cloifKs, two of which, when buttoned to- 
gether, afTonl a water-proof shelter tent. 

Alnio>t daily lio is testing dlvLslons of the 
army l>y sudden alarms of invasion or other 
device, to bo a.ssured that it is everywhere 
on the alert and ready for oction. One 
morniiiK Uist week the nu2zar barrocks at 
Potedam were all astir. The men were 
tumbling from their cot* at daybreak in 
order to chock au assumed invasion from tl 
direction of Spandaux. Some of the utfluers 
were t'>o delitierate in their movement*, ami 
received reprimands iu oama^aaMa Bome 
were placed under arrest. 

Efforts *re being made to find some pur- 
pose ef the young emperor in making aucb 
uncalled fur thrust* at France, whoee pride 
could not be wounded m a more eensitive 
spot, that i* in the intereat of or consi*tent 
with an expectation of peace. But *ucb e(- 
forta have (ailed. Hi* apparent purpoae was 
to inteiuify the bellico** aentiment in Oer-

LoNDuN, Aug. iJl.— The opiniou is nf>w 
generally prevalent, based on most reliable 
evidence, that tho whit« man in the Bahr-EI- 
Gazel district is really HtanUty.

At present they abouml iu Ludlow, H»«ster 
and Es8*»x streets, and iii the loner portion 
of the streets tunning from Urand to 
Division street, e»jt of the Bowpry. 

These foreij;iiers, wltneJi said, ttr«< exreed- 
liigly filthy in their habits. Home iiillnt'iu-o 
Is wanting atnong thetn. Nuinl>erfl of theiu 
pedille Htjile vegetables and decaying fruit. 
They never attempt to learn English. Their 
living costs but little, very niiioli Ih^is than 
the cost to work iiiginen of other imtionnli- 
ties. They cause much trouble, and siinitiiry 
officers arc constantly iu their midst to in 
siire pai-rial cleanliness. It is disgusting 
even to travel whore these Polas and Hau- 
garlans congregate 

Mrs. Jane Ilyaii, a young woman em- 
ployed iu liarbom-'ij flax thread mills, in 
Patergon, N. J., was the next witness. She 
came over with four other girls in 1886. 
When a»;ked if her fare was paid, she hesi- 
tated and wild piteously: "If I tell the truth 
Mr. Barbour will not give me any mor» 
work." 

Finally she admitted that Mr. St. Long, a 
clerk of Rnrbour's, had given bar a ticket in 
Ireland. 8h« had paid him back at the rate 
tt fifty cents per week after her arrival. 

Witness earned seven shillings per week at 
horn*. Here she earmx) m two weeks. 
Agreed to work for Mr. liarbinir eighteen 
months. Worked for Barbour from July, 
1886, to August, 1887, when she married and 
left the mill. When she grew Ul Mr. Bar- 
bour olferud to pay her fare home, but she 
became better and did not go. 

About one hundred girls came from the 
■ame part of Ireland and are working at 
Barbour's mills in Paterson. Did not know 
positively that they came under the same 
circumstanoe*. Her passage was $ 15. About 
one hundred men and boys have also oome 
from Ireland to work in Barbour's mills. 

Kate Kearney, a handsome Irish girl, an 
employe of Barboiir, testified that she came 
here under similar < 'ire u instances to that of 
Mrs. Kyati, but would not say that any 
agrec Oient ■.••a^ made about wagM. When 
threatened with imprlaonaient for oon tempt 
she burst into tear* and waa lad tb 
room to recover her oomposure.
